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Homicide crews fan 
over L. A. probing 
bizarre murders

ANGELES 
(UPI) —- Homicide 
squads fanned out across this spraw­ 
ling city today attempting to tie to­ 
gether the murders of actress Sharon 
Tate and four others with the bizarre 
deaths of a married couple a dozen miles 
away. 
Both murder scenes were sim ilar. 
The five bodies found at the blonde 
actress’ home Saturday were mutilated 
by multiple knife wounds, as were the 
remains of market owner Leno La Bian- 
ca, 44, and his wife, Rosemary, 38. 
The latter were discovered in their 
Silverlake home Sunday night. The home 
once was owned by the late Walt Disney. 
The word “ pig” was scrawled in blood 
on the door of Miss Tate’s Benedict 
Canyon home. 
“Death to pigs” was 
daubed on the refrigerator door in the La 
Bianca home. 
Further evidence of a possible link 
between the multiple murders were ri­ 
tualistic hoods on some of the vic­ 
tim s. 
Hair stylist Jay Sebring was found 
tethered by a white cord over a black 
hood, on the other end of which was 
Miss Tate’s body, clad only in bras­ 
siere and bikini panties. 
Brutality of the murders of the La 
Biancas was sim ilar to that found at the 
Tate murder scene. Police said both La 


Bianca and his wife were found with 
make-shift hoods from bedclothes pulled 
over their heads. 
La Bianca’s body was carved with a 
series of X marks and the word “ war” 
was cut into his chest from which a 
knife protruded. 
Despite the remarkable sim ilarities 
of the two cases, police said it was very 
possible no connection existed. 


On Hollywood movie and television 
stage stars and stagehands speculated 
about the murders. Police were terse 
and uninformative. A uniformed officer 
stood guard at the foot of a long and 
winding drive that led to the rambling 
estate where Miss Tate, Sebring and 
the others were murdered. 
One officer said as many as three 
persons could have been involved in 
the ritualistic butchery at the home of 
Miss Tate and her husband, director 
Roman Polanski. 


Detectives said there was a possibili­ 
ty the murderer or murderers were 
“ involved in a personal way” with the 
victim s. 
They searched in particular for an un­ 
identified suspect whose name was pro­ 
vided by William E. Garretson, 19, a 
caretaker on the Polanski estate who 
lived in a guest house. He was the only 
person alive when officers arrived at 
the scene Saturday morning. 
Home use permits reveal

Home use permits running the gamut 
from piano teachers, saw sharpeners, 
to an import - export mail service and a 
portable fir^ alarm business were issued 
in Lompoc in 1969. 
The home use permit as currently in­ 
terpreted, pertains to any use custom­ 
arily conducted within a dwelling and 
carried on by that dwelling’s inhabitants. 
This is any use which is secondary 
to the purpose of living in the structure, 
and which does not change the charac­ 
ter of the building in any way. 
Further, the inhabitants of the house 
must be the only persons employed in 
the occupation; there can be no machin­ 
ery or mechanical equipment used which 
is not normally recognized as part of 
the household or hobby; and the use can 
not involve excessive storage of sup­ 
plies or m aterials on the prem ises. 
In 1969, more than 50 home occupa­ 
tion permits were issued with a revenue 
to the city of $2,550, half of which came 
from a $25 business license fee which 
must be paid with each use permit

found slain here 


Efforts to identify the knife-mutilated 
body of a young girl who was found Aug. 
3 near Lompoc, suffered a new set­ 
back today, a Sh eriffs detective said. 
FBI crim e lab technicians have fail­ 
ed to find any record of fingerprints 
matching those taken from the body, 
indicating that the girl probably never 
had her fingerprints taken, according 
to Sh eriffs Detective Harry Looney. 
Looney is in charge of the investiga­ 
tion that was triggered eight days ago 
with the discovery of a young girl’s 
body in a ravine off the Grefco Quarry 
Road, five miles south of Lompoc, The 
girl’s hands had been bound witn wire, 
indicating a 
possible execution-type 
slaying. 
Investigation 
of 
other physical evi­ 
dence has also led officers up blind al­ 
leys and Looney’s efforts to connect 
the crim e with sim ilar crim es in San 
Jose and elsewhere have also failed to 
be it fruit.

based on gross annual receipts and half 
from the $25 charge for use permits when 
initially granted and at the time of re­ 
newal. 
According to City Planning Director 
Clint Sherrod, prior to 1964, all per­ 
mit requests were directed to the Plan­ 
ning Commission and to the City Coun­ 
cil with two public hearings mandatory 
for each request. Perm its were granted 
for one year only. 
In April of 1964, Ordinance 706 was 
changed so that home use permit re­ 
quests were handled only by the Plan­ 
ning Commission, a change which sig­ 
nificantly streamlined the administra­ 
tion of perm its. At present, under Or­ 
dinance 
741, 
renewal requests which 
were previously heard by the Commis­ 
sion are heard by a three man com­ 
mittee composed of the Planning direc­ 
tor, and two commission members. 
Appeals of the committee or Planning 
Commission judgment are heard by the 
council. That is the only time the City 
Council becomes involved. 
“ When the council was included in the 
process of approval, the amount of work 
exceeded the important of the permit 
ordinance itself,” Sherrod said. 
Also included in Ordinance 741 was 
the provision that the committee could 
renew permits without a public hearing, 
and for a period of time exceeding the one 
year lim it. This is done predominately 
in the case of piano teachers. 
Part of Sherrod’s job is inspection of 
the property and conditions of businesses 
to whom permits have been issued. This 
inspection is performed at least once a 
year, he said. If a property or business 
is not conforming to the regulations of a 
permit, Sherrod will write them a letter 
informing them of what is wrong. If

City's building 


activity grows 


Construction activity in Lompoc got 
underway for the first time this year 
when a total valuation of $82,536 was 
recorded during the month of July by 
the city’s planning and building depart­ 
ment. 
One 
commercial building valued at 
$48,360 more than doubled the months 
total, which was $11,000 above the con­ 
struction in July last year. 
There 
was 
also alterations to 13 
residences valued at $31,356 this year, 
and 
$1,820 for the construction of a 
sign and $1,000 for alteration to a 
commercial building. 
All of the construction by this time 
of the year in 1968 also occurred in 
July and totaled $71,233.20.

Cincinnati hit 
by first twister 


in half-century 


CINCINNATI (UPD— This city’s first 
tornado in more than a half-century left 
behind a $7 million swath of destruction 
nine miles long, four persons dead and 
460 fam ilies homeless. 


Some 700 Ohio National Guardsmen 
patrolled the devestated areas in north­ 
ern Cincinnati and nearby suburbs to 
prevent looting today while officials 
appealed for federal disaster assitance. 


Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, who toured 
the area early Sunday with Mayor Eugene 
Ruehlmann and other officials, called 
the damage “ devestating. ” 


Many of the homeless were among some 
400 fam ilies evacuated from the L>ake 
Shore 
apartments in nearby Reading, 
where Mrs. Joann le e raid, “ I saw 
trees and pieces of lumber from the 
sides of the building flying through the 
a ir .” 


The Red C ross reported that 25 homes 
were destroyed and 85 others suffered 
m ajor damage, leaving them uninhabit­ 
able. Some 350 apartment units also were 
destroyed. 


Most of those forced from their homes 
found space with friends and relatives, 
but 29 members of six families spent 
Sunday night in a temporary shelter at 
a school. Over 100 persons stayed there 
Saturday night. 


Sylvester Del Corso, Ohio’s National 
Guard adjutant general, who estimated 
the damages, said the troops-patrolling 
and directing traffic-would remain on 
duty as long as they were needed. The 
clean-up already was well under way 
Sunday. 


At first it was feared many persons 
might be trapped beneath the rubble 
of buildings as were a young women 
and two sons, found by firemen early 
Sunday. But the Red C ross said every­ 
one in the path of the storm had been 
accounted for. 


The dead were Mrs. Carolyn Do Borde, 
21, of Cincinnati, her sons Delbert, 5, 
and Rodney, 3 and Mrs. Zelphia Tay­ 
lor, 45, of Williamsburg, Ohio.

Nixon reveals plan 
for huge overhaul 
of welfare system 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - P r e s 
ident Nixon, asking extensive reform in 
the federal welfare system, today pro­ 
posed to Congress government provision 
of “a basic income” for poor Ameri­ 
can fam ilies in all states. 
“ If we do not find the way to become 
a working nation that properly cares 
for the dependent, we shall become a 
welfare state that undermines the incen­ 
tive of the working man,” Nixon said in 
a special message to the House and 
Senate. 
His far-reaching proposals already 
have provoked differences of opinion 
within his own administration, and his 
proposed radical overhaul of the entire 
federal welfare system was certain to set 
off bitter word battles in Congress. 
Earlier in the day, Nixon issued a 
statement on reorganization of the Of­ 
fice of 
Economic Opportunity (OEO) 
which until recently had been the gov­ 
ernment’s chief operating arm in the 
War on Poverty. 


Early in the Nixon administration, 
he began to transfer operating duties 
away from OEO to old-line departments. 
Today, continuing what he regarded as a 
badly needed repair job on the machin­ 
ery of federal government, the Chief Ex- 
utive made it clear that henceforth OEO 
would be largely a laboratory organiza­ 
tion in the field of social sciences, test­ 
ing new programs which would be trans­ 
ferred to other departments if proved 
feasible. 


His OEO statement and his welfare 
message were, in the main, expansions 
of ideas first put forth by the Chief 
executive in an address to the nation 
last Friday night. 


Nixon said the detailed plans which 
went to Congress from the summer White 
House “ would be total welfare reform 
— the transformation of a system froz­ 
en in failure and frustration into a 
system that would work and would encou­ 
rage people to work.” 
Tough restrictions set 
by Senate on gas warfare 


“ America’s 
welfare system 
Is a 
failure that grows worse every day,” 
the President told Congress. To correct 
this situation, he proposed seven basic 
steps which wold cost an added $4 
billion annually, to top of the present 
$5 billion: 
—“ I propose that the federal govern­ 
ment pay a basic income to those Ameri­ 
can families who cannot care for them­ 
selves in whichever state they live.” 
— 
. . That dependent families re­ 
ceiving 
such income be given good 
reason to go to work by making the 
first $60 a month they earn complete­ 
ly their own, with no deductions from 
their benefits.” 
—“ . . . That these payments be made 
upon certification of income, with de­ 
meaning and costly Investigations re­ 
placed by simplified reviews and spot 
checks and with no eligibility require­ 
ment that the household be without a 
father.”

Stray dog crusade set 
for one day next month 


A one day crusade against 
stray dogs will be held in Lom­ 
poc sometime during the next 
month it has been decided by 
city and county officials. 
Although Lompoc is consider­ 
ed one of the better areas in 
Santa Barbara County with a 
minimum of stray pickups per 
month, it was decided to hold 
the one day sweep through the 
city to insure the low rating. 
City officials met with coun­ 
ty health department officials 
in City Hall to discuss the 
stray dog situation in Lom­ 
poc. What was at first thought 
to be a serious condition turn­ 
ed out to be one of the best in 
the county. 
Edward L 
Everett of the 
county health department in 
Lompoc said the re is an average 
of about 100 stray dog pickups 
in the city per month. 
Matt Campbell, administra­ 
tive assistant to Dr. Joseph 
T 
Nardo, county director of 
public health, indicated this was 
one of the lowest figures of any 
city or area in the county. 
Campbell explained that this 
did not mean the animal con­ 
trol officers (dog catchers) 
here were doing a poor job, but 
rather that Lompoc residents 
are among the best at obeying 
the city’s leash law. 
He said he was not aware 
of many, if any, complaint calls 
from city residents. 
City Attorney James Longtin 
explained that he called the 
meeting yesterday because of 
one complaint he had received. 
He said the same person also 
complained to a city council­ 
man, otherwise he was not aware 
of an abundance of complaints 
in the city.

W Preston Butcher were held 
by the bench and bar of the 
Santa BarbaraCounty Bar Assn.

May at the age of 77, had a 
long and colorful career.

officers who participate in the 
crusade. 
He said two trucks and four 
officers would be added to the 
Lompoc staff for that particular 
day. 
This would make four 
trucks and two animal control 
officers on duty, in addition to 
one kennelman. 
Campbell said the city police 
department would be asked to 
report strays and the time and 
area where they are spotted. 
The county would then concen­ 
trate on the particular 
area 
where most strays are spotted. 
Everett said that most resi­ 
dents in most city’s seemed to 
release their dogs for short 
periods of time in the evening 
and early morning. For this 
reason he said the department 
is in the process of changing its 
regular patrolling schedule to 
include late evening (after 5 
p.m. > and early morning (be­ 
fore 8 a.m.) patrols. 
He said most pickups in Lom­ 
poc were repeats, that is, the 
same dogs most of the time. 
He pointed out this could be­ 
come expensive for the owners 
because a third offense includes 
a $25 fine. The first time a dog 
is picked up it costs the owner 
$5 to get him back. The second 
time is $10. 
Dr. John Curricaburu, county 
veterinarian from Santa Ynez, 
said dog owners run the risk 
of having their pets contact dis­ 
eases by being picked up and 
placed in kennels with other 
dogs. He said most dogs in 
Lompoc 
have been licensed, 
which means they have had 
required 
innoculations, 
but 
many are not. 
Campbell added that Santa 
Barbara County is within the 
state declared rabies endemic 
area that extends from 
San 
Luis Obispo County south to 
the Mexian border. He mention­ 
ed there had been no known 
recent cases of rabies within 
the county, however. 
Campbell said the city 
of 
Carpinteria, which had a much 
more acute stray dog problem 
than Lompoc, recently held a 
one day campaign in which 100 
dogs were picked up in just 
one morning.

the situation, then Sherrod will 
initiate criminal action against 
the offender. “ The people who 
request and get permits are 
those who want to, and are will­ 
ing to comply with the permit 
ordinance,” he said. “ The per­ 
son who does not try to find 
out what the city ordinance 
says, or who does not comply 
with regulations is the person 
we file complaints against. In 
five years we haven’t revoked 
one permit.” 
According to the planning di­ 
rector, there is a large turn­ 
over in permits, due mainly to 
the inability of the businessman 
to make his business profitable. 
“ A fellow will get an idea 
and try to make it work for a 
few months, but then gives up. 
Very few of the home business­ 
es develop enough to branch out 
into 
a 
more 
formal busi­ 
ness practice. Usually, home 
occupations fade within a year, 
excluding piano teachers and 
gardeners,” Sherrod said. 
In filing 
a request for a 
nermit, the person makes his 
intentions known to the Planning 
Commission and Sherrod will 
go to the property and see if it 
conforms to.the regulations for 
a permit. He will discuss the 
proposal with the homeowner or 
business man and then make his 
report to the Commission. The 
Commission will then make its 
decision based on what Sher­ 
rod had to say, on the stand­ 
ards set by precedent and on the 
results of the two public hear­ 
ings. If the decision is a neg­ 
ative one, the prospective bus­ 
inessman 
can appeal to the 
council. 
“ Permit requests seem to 
have dropped off lately,” Sher­ 
rod reported, “ with an aver­ 
age of 15 to 20 new permits 
issued 
in recent years.” As 
some businessmen in Lompoc 
do complain about unfair com­ 
petition from home occupations, 
thi could be good news.

Report gave early warning of race 
tension in Second Marine Division 


CAMP L E J E U N E, N.C. 
(U PI)—The study report by a 
biracial 
group 
of officers 
warned in April an “ explosive” 
racial situation existed in the 
Second Marine Division. 
It added that “ the lack of 
informed, courageous leader­ 
ship in dealing with racial 
matters is widening the gulf of 
misunderstanding between the 
races.” 
The report was made public 
Sunday. On July 20 a brawl 
between 
white, 
Negro 
and 
Puerto Rican Marines at abase 
service club resulted in the 
death of one leatherneck and 
serious injury to a second. 
T7ie dead Marine, Cpl. Ed­ 
ward Bankston, 20, of Picayune, 
Miss., 
suffered a fractured 
skull in the melee at a going- 
away dance at a servicemen’s 
club. 
Five enlisted men charged 
with murder in the case face a 
general Court-Martial. A con­ 


gressional subcommittee head­ 
ed by Rep. William Randall, D- 
Miss., completed a preliminary 
investigation of the incident 
Saturday. 
Maj. Gen. Michael P. Ryan, 
commander 
of 
the 
Second 
Marine Division, said he had 
studied the officers’ report, 
ordered by former commander 
Maj. Gen. Edwin B. Wheeler, 
and completed April 23rd. After 
reading the report, Ryan said, 
“ I discussed the situation with 
commanders and G e n e r a l 
Wheeler. On the basis of these 
discussions, 
I 
prepared a 
division order” included in the 
platoon leader pamphlet. 
Ryan 
said 
the 
officers’ 
report, prepared by a panel 
headed by Col. Louis Hollier, 
divisional 
personnel 
head, 
“ was not as appropriate as it 
should be.” 
That report, described as 
frank and bold, said “ failure to 
take corrective steps to assure 


racial harmony would produce 
more deeply seated prejudices 
when the 
Marines left 
the 
service.” 
The report charged that white 
officers and noncommissioned 
officers were prejudiced and 
that 
black 
Marines 
were 
subject to discriminatory ac­ 
tion by the military police. 


It recommended that there be 
a continuing program of frank 
education on racial topics, and 
a revitalization of a program 
called “ request mast” which 
allowed Marines to t?' ° person­ 
al problems directl 
to their 
superiors. 


Ryan 
said 
his 
pamphlet 
covered all these areas. He said 
he had ordered his officers to 
review the 
“ request mast” 
procedure and conceded that 
some enlisted men “ simply 
distrust the system.”

— “ I propose that all employ­ 
able persons who choose to ac­ 
cept these payments be requir­ 
ed to register for work 
or 
job training and be required to 
accept that work or training, 
provided 
suitable jobs 
are 
available either locally or if 
transporation is provided.” 
— “ A major expansion 
of 
job training and day care fac­ 
ilities so that current welfare 
recipients are able to work can 
be set on the road to self rel­ 
iance.” 


— Provision of “ uniform fe­ 
deral payment minimums for 
the present three categories of 
welfare aid to adults— 
the 
aged, the blind and the dis­ 
abled.” 
The Chief Executive repeat­ 
ed the formula by which he 
would have the federal govern­ 
ment assure an “ income foun­ 
dation’’ for all families unable 


to support themselves adequat­ 
ely. 
For a family of four with 
less than $1,000 income a year, 
the guaranteed payment would 
be an additional $1,600 a year. 
For a family of four with $2,- 
000 income, the supplemental 
income payment would amount 
to $960 a year. 
Of the estimated $4 billion 
increase in federal costs for 
the first year of the Nixon 
program, there would be in­ 
cluded $600 million for job 
training 
and day 
care cen­ 
ters. 
The states would be requir­ 
ed to maintain their current 
level of benefits, but no state 
would be forced to spend more 
than 90 per cent of its present 
welfare cost. Thus, under the 
Nixon plan, the federal govern­ 
ment would provide a welfare 
“ floor,” as well as assuming 
about 10 per cent of benefit 
now being paid by states

N E W Y O R K - (N E A )— 
Jose Martinez propped one 
foot on the fire hydrant, 
stared at the beer bottle in 
his left h a n d and talked 
about 
life. 
O c e a n 
Hill- 
Brownsville style. 
“ I know this is beer,” Jose 
smiled, tugging at the shirt 
that stuck to his body and 
smelled of sweat, “ because 
I can taste it. But there are 
too many words on the label. 
I ’m not dumb—I graduated 
from high school—but I can’t 
even read all the words on 
a beer bottle.” 
At 25. Jose Martinez can 
read about as well as a fifth 
grader should. 
He’s proud 
of his high school diploma, 
but he knows it doesn’t mean 
much. 
“ Just a piece of paper.” 
he says. “ Nice to have, but 
I ’m no better off than my 
cousin. 
He dropped out of 
grade school, but he does as 
well as I do.” 
Jose never heard of Dr. 
Allen Calvin. Calvin never 
met Jose, but he knows him 
all too well. 


Jose’s s t o r y isn’t 
un­ 
usual.” says Calvin, one of 


the founders of the Behavor- 
ial Research Lab and the 
guiding l i g h t of Project 
Read. “ We’ve made it too 
difficult to learn how to read. 
Kids find it easier to learn 
from 
the back 
of cereal 
boxes than they can from 
Dick-and-Jane-type books. In 
today’s world, if you can’t 
read, you can’t do much of 
anything and far too many 
people just can’t read.” 
Calvin's theory is backed 
up by Mrs. Irma Craft, a 
former Detroit high school 
teacher who has been as­ 
sociated with the Career De­ 
velopment Center, a second 
chance 
educational 
opera­ 
tion. 


“ People come in here with 
high school diplomas,” says 
Mrs. Craft, “ but when we 
test them we find that they 
are on a fourth or fifth grade 
reading level. They’re abso­ 
lutely lost.” 
Dr. Calvin blames what he 
calls ‘‘the vested interests 
of the Dick and Jane pub­ 
lishers” for having produced 
so many nonreaders. 
“ Reading is not a mysteri­ 
ous or even difficult thing to 
do,” C a l v i n points out. 
“ When kids can’t read, it 


isn’t their fault. 
It’s the 
fault of the system.” 
Calvin decided to do some­ 
thing about the reading crisis 
in 1966 when he read the 
results 
of 
a 
government 
study based on the armed 
forces reading qualification 
test. 
“ The test.” Calvin points 
out, “ wasn't d e s i g n e d to 
keep anybody out. 
If you 
flunk the test, you're func­ 
tionally i l l i t e r a t e , which 
means that you can t get a 
decent job in our society. It’s 
useless to try. If you don't 
have the reading skills to 
f u n c t i o n as a combat 
infantry soldier, you surely 
don’t have the skill to do 
much of anything.” 
Checking 
the 
f i gur e s , 
Calvin found that 67 per cent 
of the black would-be sol­ 
diers who t o o k the test 
failed 
Twenty per cent of 
the whites also failed. 
“ One out of four Ameri­ 
cans who take the armed 
forces test can’t pass,” says 
Calvin, “ and that means that 
they’re d o o m e d from the 
time they’re 18 to eternity.” 
According to Calvin, the 
look-sav method, also known 
as 
the 
D i c k 
and 
Jane 
method, has been around so

long because it's exciting for 
the parents. 
You get to see somebody 
do something quickly." he 
says. 
“ A kid comes home 
and opens a book and says. 
Look. look. Tom. Look. look. 
Susan 
See Tom run ’ The 
trouble is that the kid can 
say that just as well with the 
book closed You can always 
spot a child who has learned 
to read that way 
You give 
him something different and 
he says. That’s a new word 
1 haven't had that yet.’ 
A 
kid who can read reads all 
words. 
He may not know 
what they mean, but he can 
read them.” 
Calvin 
feels 
that 
many 
blacks have done especially 
poorly on the armed forces 
test because of environment 
“ Take any child.” he says, 
“ and put him in a home 
where there are no books, 
no newspapers, nobody to 
sit down and read to him— 
not even any comics—and 
the results are going to be 
the same. In a home where 
the father is gone so the 
mother can collect aid to de­ 
pendent children, where the 
mother works and there are 
three or four other children 
around, nobody makes a big 
fuss over the little things, 
like being able to identify 
colors. A kid is doing weil 
if he survives in that kind of 
child-centered home.” 
Calvin’s method places let­ 
ters in sound groups. 
The 
child is taught words that 
have a short “ A” sound. The 
long “ A” group is introduced 
latef. He says it’s less con­ 
fusing and more effective. 


So far the results bear him 
(»ut. 
In Ocean Hill-Browns- 
ville. where a summer pro­ 
gram has been going on. 
results indicate that reading 
levels have risen at least 
one grade and as much as 
three grades in some cases. 


Phe results have been as 
encouraging in Havenswood. 
Calif.. Vicksburg, Ind.. and 
Gary, Ind.

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) 
—The experiment began at 
noon. I was standing outside 
a bus station on 12th Street 
NW in the nation’s capital. I 
had $1 30 in my pocket. The 
idea was to survive the next 
24 hours on this money.

American man, out of a job, 
unable to get work and liv­ 
ing on welfare. 
According to federal of­ 
ficials, a man like this, with 
no permanent disabilities, or 
no family, comes under the 
dole category of General As­ 
sistance. And his average 
national 
aid 
is 
$40.10 
a 
month—$1.30 a day. 
Admittedly, my personal 
experiment was fraudulent. 
I began, for one thing, with 
a full belly. And I continued 
with the knowledge that if 
things became too impossi­ 
ble. I could retreat to nor­ 
mal creature comforts. 
But no matter. How can a 
man live on $1.30 a day? I 
would find out. 


Things went fairly well at 
first. I had a Coca Cola (15 
cents) and some vending ma­ 
chine peanuts (five cents) at 
the bus station. I spent some 
lime looking over newsstand 
girlie magazines. I discussed 
interplanetary travel with a 
plumber who was waiting to 
leave 
for 
Roanoke. 
Three 
hours passed quickly. 
Unfortunately, things went 
decidedly downhill after this. 
What else is there to do at 
3 p.m. in Washington, after 
the magazines are read and 
the new pal catches his bus? 
For a poor man, nothing. 
Except walk. 
I walked. And walked. Up, 
down, over and across. Con­ 
necticut Avenue, Massachu­ 
setts Rhode Island. By the 
Russian embassy (4 p.m.) 
By the Zoological Park (5 
p.m.). Then back down busy 
14th Street. Past the stores 
with the sale signs, past the

SHAVING STROKES

The 
pitching wedge, some 
people have said, has been the 
biggest single improvement in 
golf since the game was de­ 
veloped. 
A “ trouble” club as well 
as an extremely useful fair­ 
way stick, the pitching wedge 
still gives many people trou- 
ble. It’s hard to get the aver­ 
age player to go out and prac­ 
tice with it. Most of them would 
much rather hit a driver. 
Yet, the truly successful 
touring pros are usually out­ 
standing wedge players. Billy 
Casper, Arnold Palm er, Dave 
M arr, Gary Player, Doug San­ 
ders and Lee Trevino all ex­ 
cel at this delicate, finesse 
type of shot. 
The keys to Trevino’s fine 
wedge game would seem to be 
his open stance — which r ^ 
stricts hisbackswing and makes 
him extremely solid over the 
ball — and his firm left side 
coming down and through the 
hitting area. 
Trevino’s movement is at a 
minimum during the take-away 
and downswing, and his turn 
is actually more of a slight shift­ 
ing of weight from one leg to 
the other rather than a pivot. 
For a normal wedge shot, 
a golfer should try to use the 
sam e swing he employs with 


the other clubs. Don’t try to 
pick up the club too fast or 
drag it back too slow. 
Marr, for example, lets his 
hands take the wedge back on 
the same path he uses for a driv­ 
er — the only difference being 
that there is little transfer­ 
ring of weight. His swing is 
more or less a hands, arms and 
shoulder movement.

Will the missing motorists 
who deposited a million dollars 
with the Department of Motor 
Vehicles please claim 
their 
money? 
DMV Director 
Verne Orr 
said 
that 
more 
than two 
thousand “ missing 
persons’’ 
have deposited cash with DMV— 
from several hundred to several 
thousand dollars each— -after 
being involved in motor vehicle 
collisions. Being insured, these 
motorists were required 
by 
the financial responsibility law 
to deposit funds to pay for dam­ 
ages in case they were sued 
and found liable. 
All the accidents happened 
three or more years ago. No 
suits having been reported to 
DMV after a statutory time 
lapse, the department has at­ 
tempted to restore the money 
to the depositors— 
without 
success. 
“ These two thousand people 
must be classes as very, very 
missing,’’ Orr said. “ Letters 
sent to addresses they gave 
when they deposited the cast 
have been returned undelivera­ 
ble. 
A search of our driver 
lic ense and vehicle owner files- 
prime sources of information 
for missing person tracers— 
has failed to turn them up.” 
He emphasized that the mon­

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Handgun in home 


I’he National Commission on the Causes and Prevention of 
V iolence, in a well-documented report to President Nixon on 
“ Firearms and Violence in American Life,” has urged that 
the government confiscate, with compensation, virtually all of 
the 24 million handguns in the country, some 90 per cent of 
which are in private hands. 
The chances are practically nonexistent that Congress or the 
people will buy (at an estimated cost of $500 million) such a to- 
talitarian - type approach to the problem of crime and violence 
— a decree that only the law-abiding would obey. Some antigun 
spokesmen, in fact, have expressed alarm that the drastic reo 
ommendation may actually have harmed the campaign for stif- 
fer gun laws. 
Nevertheless, the commission’s findings ought to be required 
reading for those millions of Americans who have armed, or 
contemplate arming, themselves and their homes against the 
real or imagined menace of crime. 
In exceedingly few burglary and robbery cases, reports 
the commission, does a householder have any chance to use 
his gun to kill, injure or scare off an intruder. 
In Detroit, for example, there were 18,000 home burglar­ 
ies in 1967, but only one burglar was killed by a householder. 
In New York, where there are more than 150,000 burglaries

a year, only 20 burlgars were killed by householders in the 
decade between 1958 and 1967, 
Against the argument that the widespread ownership of 
weapons may at least deter criminals, the commission coun­ 
ters with the statement that “ The trend in crimes against 
the home during recent years has been sharply upward in 
spite of the fact that the number of home self-defense fire- 
arms has also been rapidly increasing.” (About one in every 
two homes today boasts a pistol.) 
A substantial number of the 23,000 annual firearms ac­ 
cidents occur in the home, says the commission. And of the 
8,000 annual firearms homicides, a large percentage involve 
family members or acquaintances and many of these also oc­ 
cur in the home. 
“ From the standpoint of the individual householder,” con­ 
cludes the commission, “ the self-defense firearm appears to be 
a dangerous investment.” 
Much more rational, it says, and much less threatening to 
the home itself, would be protection in the form of nonletlial 
weapons. Even better would be alarm systems. 
After all, a gun in the house is of no use to a family that 
is not at home, and that is when any smart criminal works his 
mischief. 


Eye on elections 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
President Nixon has begun putting the 
new gloss of updated management tech­ 
niques on his political operations. But 
much valuable time has been lost and 
he may need immense good fortune to 
come out well in the 1970 elections. 
No one can visit Republican National 
Committee headquarters today without 
encountering a host of eager new faces, 
freshly minted organizational charts, 
a flush of energy and high morale. 
Already well-established in the White 
House Itself, of course, is former South 
Carolina state chairman Harry Dent, 
with his paneled office in the East 
Wing symbolizing a belated bow to the 
political realities of the presidency. 
Memoranda dealing with patronage 
matters and the thousand and one pol­ 
itical problems that concern governors, 
mayors, state chairmen and others are 
arching across the short trajectory from 
White House to nearby committee offices 
and back again. 
On a recent week­ 
end at Airlie House in 
Warrenton, 
Va., 
committee 
officials 
were joined by re-

gressional campaign 
committees to bur-

mechanisms and get

Yet the nearly euphoric state which 
seems to be accompanying these changes 
cannot obscure the damage done in the 


first several months after Nixon was 
elected. 
All aside from the endless iritation 
caused in many states by the Presi­ 
dent’s unorthadox and erratic job-filling 
procedures, the patronage operation was 
largely wasted as a level for providing 
potential early advantage to 1976 can­ 
didates for Congress and some key states 
offices. 
Use of some available federal jobs to 
give candidates showcase identity can 
often avoid later bruising primary bat­ 
tles, since they may gain a commanding 
lead for nomination if they are other­ 
wise suitable choices. 
More than a few well-placed Republic­ 
ans are funing over what they consider 
the Nixon administration’s senseless 
throw-away of this opportunity. 
The President himself evidently did 
not wake up fully to this matter until he 
became angered at the s{)ecial-election 
loss this spring of a vacated Republican 
U S. HcMise seat in Montana. 
Coming on top of the earlier loss of 
Defense Secretary Melvin Laird’s Wis­ 
consin seat, this outcome made still 
more distand the prospect that the GOP 
can capture the 218 seats in 1970 need­ 
ed for a controlling majority. Their 
total after Montana was 190, down two 
from the frail net gain of four they 
managed in the 1968 election. 
The party may not find it easy, either, 
to hold onto the Massachusetts seat va­ 
cated by the death of Rep. William 
Bates and due to be filled this fall. 
Worse still is the outlook that many 
other holes may be opened up in the 
GOP house lineup as sitting congress­ 
men in several states perhaps decide 
to try for U S Senate seats next year 
With the Democrats’ Senate edge only

57-43, the lure is great. But any heavy 
use of congressmen as 1970 Senate “ mat­ 
erial 
could gravely disadvantage the 
GOP struggle for the House. 
Some of these things are judged in­ 
escapable difficulties. But some of Nix­ 
on’s good political friends are faulting 
him for blowing the patronage bit, for 
waiting too long to install new National 
Chairman Rogers Morton and get party 
reorganization under way, for being sc 
intent on quickly adopting a high-flown, 
statesmanlike posture that he grossly 
neglected the grubby, routinized polit­ 
ical necessities of his new office. 
Yet a steady de-Amerlcanlzlng of the 
Vietnam war, a period of relative quiet 
in the cities, and the continued strife 
in the Democratic party could combine 
to offset this unaccountably bad begin­ 
ning and put his party in good position 
for the Important 1970 race.

Minutemen reviewed

WASHINGTON - It may be only a fly 
speck on the confident surface of the body 
politic, or it could be a symptom of deep- 
seated internal trouble. The arrest of the 
founder of the extreme right Minute- 
men, Robert Bolivar 
Depugh, and his lieu­ 
tenant,

it was a year and a half before they were 
apprehended. 
And then 
their arrest 
seems to have been due to chance rec­ 
ognition by a local law enforcement offi­ 
cer of the 1957 Jeep station wagon they 
were driving. The FB I had sent out an 
alert for the Jeep. 
Lepugh and Peyson boasted of their 
skill in evading capture for 18 months. 
They were passed along and concealed 
by the right-wing underground. Their 
own intensive training in survival tac­ 
tics 
saw them 
through several tight 
spots. 
Second and more important was the 
extraordinary cache of weapons they 
had built up. 
As uncovered by the FB I 
after the arrest, it included 48 rifles, 
carbines, shotguns, 
pistols and a vari­ 
ety of other weapons. Thousands of 
rounds of ammunition, high explosives, 
dynamite bombs, 
fuses, cans of tear 
gas, rifle scopes, 
a signal pistol for 
flares, even bows and arrows equipped 
with impact grenades were stored in 
the hideout. It was equipment enough to 
launch a small guerrilla war. 
Depaugh and his followers say they are 
building up these arsenals in anticipa­ 
tion of a Communist 
takeover in the 
United States. 
Then they mean to take 
to the hills and resist to the last man. 
In the charge involved in the Seattle 
bank plot, their tactics strongly resem­ 
ble those of the early revolutionaries in 
Czarist Russia in the first years of this 
century. They are alleged to have con­ 
cocted a wholesale plot to rob the banks 
to get money for more arms, much in the 
same way Stalin in his native Georgia 
blew up banks to get funds to carry on 
the underground revolution. 
The Minutemen may be no more than 
the paranoid 
lunatic 
fringe 
such as, 
in one form or another, has been a re­ 
curring phenomenon. It must be added, 
however, that no lunatic 
fringe 
ar> 
parently as well organized as the Min­ 
utemen has been seen before. At least 
two other Minutemen caches have been 
uncovered, one in the New York area, 
one at Collinsville, 111., the latter larg­ 
er even than the New Mexico find. 
J. Edgar Hoover puts a low estimate 
on the number of recruits in this mili­ 
tant rightist organization. But if two 
conspicuous leaders wanted on a varie­ 
ty of charges can hide out for so long, 
thanks to their own underground, this 
estimate 
may be far too low. From 
around the country come disturbing ac­ 
counts of Nazi-like 
tactics used to 
frigtiten and silence left-wing dissidents. 
In St. Louis, a Nazi-like 
campaign 
pursued over many months finally forced 
a book store owned by Edward L. Block 
to close. Bricks were repeatedly thrown 
through the windows in the store in the 
vicinity of Washington University. Red 
paint was sprayed on exterior walls, and 
small foreign cars parked in the neigh­ 
borhood were sprayed or had windshields 
smashed. 
Shouts of “ Sieg Heil” came 
from passing cars displaying Nazi flags. 
The owner gave up when three bullets 
smashed through a store window. 
A similar campaign was directed at 
the Peace Information Center specializ­ 
ing in anti-Vietnam War propaganda and 
advice on how to avoid the draft. The 
center also has displays of the United 
Nations aiKl the United Nations Chil­ 
dren’s Fund, and these seemed to draw 
the most virulent shouts and obscenities 
of the attackers. Peace, as Mrs. Ber­ 
nice 
Wehrmeyer, 
director of the cen­ 
ter said, is for these people the equiva­ 
lent of Communism. 


Again, it may be merely the kook 
fringe responsible for the atrocities. 
They 
were reported in careful detail 
in the St. Louis Post-Dlspatch, and one 
may ask how much of this Nazi-like be­ 
havior 
goes 
unreported when it stops 
short of open violence or when the per­ 
petrators escape arrest by overworked 
police forces. 
The anonymous hate 
phone calls have become all too com­ 
mon. 
Hoover rates the Black Panthers as 
the most threatening revolutionary body 
in existence today. At least one Black 
Panther arms cache has been uncovered. 
In Oakland, Calif., shooting forays with 
the police threatened at one point to 
break into open warfare. 
Eldridge 
Cleaver’s 
imprisonment, 
his 
parole 


and his flight from the country were an 
outgrowth of this confrontation. 
Arms on the extreme left, arms on the 
extreme right — here is the stuff that 
could explode into something like civil 
war. That has a wholly unreal sound. 
Surely not here in affluent 
America 
with the moon triumph 
putting all in a 
state of euphoria. 


With the Nixon Administration oppos­ 
ing a strict gun registration law, on the 
dubious ground of infringing on the rights 
of the states, the traffic in guns will go 
on. And the secret arsenals of the Pan­ 
thers and the Minutemen will grow large­ 
ly unchecked.
